Not to mention the Unavoidableneſs of a Toleration by Law to 
Abjured Prelacy, in the Event of ſuchan Union, as is fram'd by this 
Treaty; upon which the Growth of Error and Prophanenefs, Li- 


centiouſneſs and Diſſaffection, Confuſion and Diſorder in this Church 


and Nation, even to the Deſtruction and Ruine of the preſent Legal 

Eſtabliſnment, in a Separate State, much more when Uuited and 
Incorporated with Eglud, would enſue; as cannot but be obvious 
to any who conſiders our far Different Cireumſtances from thoſe oi 
England, with Reſpect to Tolleration ; and obſerves how inſolent 
and numerous, Papiſts and other Diſſenters have been, and till are, 


upon the hopes of a Toleration. 5 


It is the poſſtive Judgment of Our ableſt Lawyers, That ifour Par- 
liament could by Plurality of Voices, overturn Fundamentals, and 


deſtroy the very Being of our Parliament: It can never he poſſible 


to ſecure our Parliament, when it is joined in with the Parliament 


of England, into one Parliament of Great Britain; ſo as that the Par- 


liament of Great Britain may not, by the Plurality of Voices, like - 


wiſe overturnany Fundamentals that ſhall be condeſended ou. 


And they add, that the Fuudamental Conſtitution and Privileges 
of Parliament are not Subject to Suffrage, and cannot be Abrogat - 
ed nor Innovated without the univerſaf Conſent of all its Members 
and Commiſſioners; and of theſe, ade from whom they have Re- 


ceived their Commiſſion. 


They fay further, tliat if a Parliament ſhould Enſlave their King- 


gom to a Foreigner, the People might by a Subſequent *

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diſown the Perfidy. - Nor does their: Commiſion impower them 
to ordain, that there ſhall be no Future Parliaments; and when 
they exceed their Commiſſions; 2250 no more Members of Par- 
liament; and therefore What they ERR. 5 HEE 
And another Eminent Judge in this Nation-hath expreſſed him- 
elf thus, Governours are Adminiftrators to che Republick, and can 
only Adminiftrate Power, fo far as its Devolved upon them. This 
Devolution may be expreſt and Recorded; bur it is far oftner Ta- 
kite and preſum'd; and if they go beyond the'Bonnds of their Man- 
date, the Act is Null, Now, no Man did, nor indeed can Legally 
give a Power orMandate to deſtroy himſelf; that beingSelt-Fellony, 
agaitiſt Nature, and contrar to the Author of Nature; and yer 
much leſscan ſuch a Power or Mandate be Tacitely Granted or pre- 
ſumed, as being contrar to Law, Reaſon and Religion; From whenee 
it follows, That no Governours or Adminiſtrators can Legal. 
agree to ſuch a Treaty or Alliance as will deſtroy the Body Politick 
it Self: And therefore ſuch an Act is Null init ſelf, and alſo muſt 
fall, ex impotentia agentie, And ſo GOD determined, when a Child did Vom 
"without the Parents Conſent, Numb.

- Theſe are Truths in Senſe and Law, in Reaſon and Religion, 
which can never be Contrayerige, but upon principles of Tyranny, 
and Arbitrary Rule, inconſiſtent with, and contræry to the Juſtfree · 
dom of all Chriſtian States and Societies of Mankind. Which if they 
ſhould obtain amongſt Us, and thereby our Parliament be Deſtroy- 
ed, our free Independent Monarchy Suppreſſed, and the Conſtitu.
